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Constitution of the Convention. 


Article 1. The name of this Convention shall he The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. 

Art. 2. The design of this Convention shall he to promote the cause 
of Christ hy fostering feehle churches, supplying destitute places with 
the Gospel, aiding in the missionary enterprise, and circulating the W ord 
of God. 

Art. 8. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist 
churches in Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associ- 
ated Baptist churches. Each church may he represented hy its pastor and 
one delegate; and each church of more than one hundred membeis, hy 
its pastor and two delegates; each church of more than two hundred mem- 
bers, hy its pastor and three delegates ; each church of more than three 
hundred members, hy its pastor and four delegates; each church of more 
than four hundred members, hy its pastor and five delegates. No church 
shall he entitled to more than five delegates besides its pastor; provided, 
however, that if a church has no pastor it may send a delegate in his place; 
and every church having a Sunday-school connected therewith may elect 
and send an additional delegate to represent the Sunday-school. 

Art. 4. The officers of the Convention shall he a President, Afice- 
President, Secretary, Statistical Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, and as 
many trustees as the Convention may direct, not exceeding thirty-three, 
five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
during the recess of the Convention. These officers shall be ex officio 
members of the Board of Trustees, and shall be elected annually , the 
President, Yice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, hy ballot; and the 
others in such manner as the Convention shall prescribe. The President 
shall preside at all meetings of the Convention and of the Trustees; in 
his absence, the Yice-President; and in the absence of both, a President 
pro tern,. The Secretary shall keep an account of the proceedings, and 
act as Superintendent of Missions, if requested by the Convention. The 
Treasurer shall take charge of all funds received, and keep a separate 
bank account of such moneys. He shall report to the T rustees when 
required, and annually to the Convention. The Trustees shall meet at 
the call of the Secretary, and at such times as may be deemed necessary, 
for the transaction of business, and shall make all needed appropriations. 

Art. 5. The Convention shall meet annually, on such day in October, 
and at such place and hour, as may be appointed, by a vote of the body, 
and its business shall be transacted agreeably to such rules and arrange- 
ments as the Convention may adopt. 

Art. 6. This Constitution may be amended only at an annual meeting 
and by vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


Arrangement of Business. 


1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third Wednes- 
day in October, at 11 o’clock A. m., and the morning shall he allotted to 
the business of organization, receiving and entering the names of delegates, 
hearing the reports of the Board, Treasurer, etc.; election of officers, 
appointment of committees, and other miscellaneous business, if time 
shall allow. 

2. Tuesday afternoon shall be devoted to the consideration of Domestic 
Missions. 

3. The Annual Sermon before the Convention shall be preached on 
Tuesday evening. 

4. Wednesday forenoon shall be devoted to the Education Society. 

5. Wednesday afternoon shall be occupied with Home and Foreign 
Missions, and other objects contemplated by this Convention. 

6. Thursday forenoon, if necessary, shall be devoted to unfinished and 
miscellaneous business. 


Things to be Specially Remembered. 


LEGACIES. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, land, houses, or other proper ty , 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the Act of incorporation. 
And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to the 
Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the premises 

with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For the Building Fund.— I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, money, lands, houses, bonds — as the case may be 
for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses 
of W orship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 
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CHURCHES CONTRIBUTING. 


All churches sending delegates to the Convention are hound, by their 
obligations to God and their brethren, to make annual contributions to its 
Treasury, and none, large or small, ought in any case, to fail in this 
important duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the Treasury, and published in the Minutes of 
the Convention. 


Quarterly reports of their condition, financial and religious, ought to be 
made to the Secretary of the Convention, by the pastors and clerks of all 
churches aided. 

Applications for aid must be made by the formal action of the church 
seeking it, signed by the clerk or pastor, with a plain statement of their 
condition and wants, to be submitted to the Board. 

Appropriations shall be withheld from churches which neglect to make 
contributions to the four following objects: State Missions, the Education 
Society, Foreign Missions, and Home Missions ; and the evidence of such 
contributions shall be the books and reports of the Treasurers. 

No moneys ought to be credited to Domestic or State Missions which 
were not placed in the Treasury of the Convention for that purpose.

SIXTY-SECOND ANNUAL SESSION 

OF THE 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


Hartford, Conn., Tuesday, Oct. 20, 1885. 

The Sixty-second Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the First Baptist Church on the above 
date. The Convention was called to order by the President, W.. 
S. Bronson, Esq., at precisely 10.30 o’clock, and the hymn, “I 
Love Thy Kingdom, Lord,” was announced and sung, and prayer 
was offered by Rev. W. V". Garner, D.D., of Bridgeport. The 
President addressed the delegates, speaking of the need of the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, that the windows of Heaven might 
be opened and a great blessing poured out, calling on two or three 
of those present to continue in prayer that this object might be 
accomplished, which was complied with by Revs. E. C. Miller of 
Plain ville, and Kittridge Wheeler of Hartford. 

After the reading of the Constitution of the Convention by the 
Secretary, another hymn, “Nearer My God to Thee,” was sung, 
and Rev. Lester L. Potter, the pastor of the church by which we 
were entertained, welcomed the Convention in a few well-chosen 
words, of which the following is a synopsis: 

After referring to changes which have taken place during an absence 
from the State of ten years, he said : I welcome you. 1. Because of the 
memories which you awaken of boyhood days. Subtile, mysterious, 
wonderful, the working within us of the law of association. Familiar 
lines in faces here bring back all of childhood. 2. In behalf of my 
church. You know better than I her work and labor of love. 8. In 
behalf of our King, whose kingdom is everlasting. Christ’s hand will 
hold the scepter the more securely because of the nail print. Illustrations 
difficult to report, followed, showing the relation of Christ’s humility to 
his exaltation, and the Christian’s conflict to his final victory. 

The Committee of Arrangements submitted a. program, which

was adopted. The President appointed Revs. W. B. Vassar, H. P. 
Smith, and D. Dewolf as a Committee on Credentials. 

The Report of the Board was read by the Secretary. The fol- 
lowing is the 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Dear Brethren: Your Board have endeavored to discharge with fidelity 
the duties entrusted to them, and herewith present to you a report of their 
doings and of what, by God’s blessing, has been accomplished during the 
year. 

The work has been carried on without the services of any regularly 
employed secretary, as in former years. Bro. Hanna, our efficient and 
indefatigable secretary for several years past, retired from the service at 
the opening of the conventional year. We have therefore depended upon 
the gratuitous services of other officers and friends to secure the requisite 
funds for prosecuting the work. The President, brother Bronson, the 
Recording Secretary, brother Elizur Cook, and the Treasurer, brother 
James Lockwood, having taken upon themselves the burden of the work, 
have rendered most efficient service, of which the Board desires to make 
special mention. 

Although the year has not been one of financial prosperity among 
the people at large, yet the contributions from the churches and Sun- 
day-schools will compare favorably with those of the preceding years. 
It is therefore a matter for congratulation and of thanksgiving to God, 
that we are able to present to you a report full of encouragement and 
hopefulness, and trust that in our deliberations we shall lay larger plans 
for the future. 

Since the adjournment of the Convention the Board has held three 
sessions — January 12th at New Haven, April 18th at South Norwalk, and 
July 18th at Niantic. The Executive Committee also held two sessions — 
both in Hartford— October 20, 1884, and February 16, 1885. At these 
meetings reports were read from the churches needing assistance, and from 
our missionaries, and grants made to those churches making application if 
in conformity to our rules. The churches assisted were: Bantam, College 
Street, Memorial of Hartford, North Colebrook, South Colebrook, German 
of New Britain, Cornwall Hollow, East Killingly, Plainville, White Hills, 
Shelton, Salem, Poquonnoc Bridge, New Canaan, Ledyard, Tolland, New 
Hartford, Sterling, Spring Hill, Mt. Calvary of Norwich, Tariff ville, 
Rowayton — 22 churches. The special tabulated report of the President 
will show the amount paid to each. 

The special work this year has been the effort to raise $1,500 to assist 
the church at Rockville to build. The heartiness with which all entered 
into the plans proposed by the President at the meeting of the Board at 
Niantic, and sanctioned by the Bible School Union at their Convention at 
Crescent Beach, encouraged the officers in what had been to them a source 
of anxiety as to how it should be done. Reports from 52 schools and 
individuals return $639.27 as the result of this effort. 
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THE DEAD. 

But it is fitting that we pause here in this report to recall those whose 
absence from our assemblage will be a prolonged and eternal one. A 
number who have labored side by side with us for years in endeavoring to 
give the Gospel to every human soul, especially within the limits of this 
commonwealth, have gone to their rest and reward. They wrought faith- 
fully and well in the midst of many discouragements in the earlier history 
of our Convention. Suitable mention will be made of these individually 
in an obituary report; but it is not out of place that we here recall such 
veterans in the service as Elder Jabez S. Swan, and brother Charles Willett. 

It is doubtful if two men are living to-day in the State who have done 
more among the people of the outlying districts by way of reaching them 
with Gospel truth. Unlike each other in constitution and tempera- 
ment, in methods of thought and work, yet each in his own sphere most 
efficient under God in sowing and reaping. 

Elder Sw^ji labored in many of our churches as an evangelist, and thus 
endeared himself to very many people of the State. lie drew crowds 
from the rural districts who seldom heard the Gospel. He had a brilliant 
imagination, a fund of wit and humor, which made his preaching 
attractive. He had a fearlessness in denouncing public wrongs and private 
sins which often drove men to madness only to bring them to Christ. 
There was such pathos and tenderness in his appeals, such gentleness and 
sweetness in his prayers, such sympathy with the sorrowing, that no words 
can give any adequate conception of the power of the man. The sweet 
fragrance of the memory of this man of faith and power and Christian 
heroism, comes to us to-day as an inspiration. 

Rev. Charles Willett was another true man of God. The Gospel he 
preached gave no doubtful or uncertain sound. He clung tenaciously to 
the old ways. He believed in them, lived in them, and died in them, and 
who will say they were not ways which the Gospel endorses. That 
peculiarity of his in holding and preaching with unflinching fidelity the 
truth as he received it fifty years ago, constituted him a link in that chain 
which binds us to the past generation. He stood, as a granite column 
stands in the open sea against which the agitated waves have beat for 
half a century, unmoved by the restless changes of popular opinions. 

Besides these, others not less worthy of mention have departed during 
the year: Revs. Joseph Ballard and O. B. Raw son — good and true men 
who have a large place in the hearts of those who knew them. 

It may not be out of place to mention here the death of Deacon George 
T. Hope, of New York City, known to many of us as the president of 
the Baptist Publication Society and of the New York Baptist Social 
Union. 

Thus it is that the bravest soldiers fall in death, the ranks close up and 
we march on, and may it be to gain larger conquests for our Lord and 
Master. 
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CHANGES. 

We have received as pastors from without the State — Revs. D. L. 
Crafts to Essex, Kittridge Wheeler to South Church in Hartford, Lester 
L. Potter to First Church in Hartford, I. F. Stidham to New Britain, 
I. R. Wheelock to Main Street in Meriden, S. G-. Hastings to Jewett City, 
G. F. Genung to Huntington Street in New London, R. Pegrum to Plain- 
field Union, G. H. Kemp to Easton, J. W. Searll to Andover, F. F. 
Spencer to New Hartford, D. Taylor to East Lyme, II. H. Johnson to 
Emanuel Church in New Haven. 

Those who have removed from the State are Revs. T. E. Busfield from 
Fair Haven, J. Conklin from Easton, F. B. Dickinson from First Norwich, 
A. S. Gumbart from South Norwalk, E. S. Merwin from Haddam, Dr. 
N. W. Miner from Groton Bank, J. G. Ross from Emanuel Church in 
New Haven, O. C. Sargent from Jewett City, R. H. Sherman from East 
Killingly, J. N. Shipman from Moosup, C. C. Smith from Branford, W. 
N. Walden from Montville, and C. Colman from E. Washington Ave. 
in Bridgeport. 

The changes in the State have been — Revs. J. A. Bailey from Rowayton 
to Branford, L. Smith Brcrwn from Rockville to Westford, W. H. Burlew 
from Rainbow to 2d Waterford, A. J. Chandler from Clinton to Mystic, 
E. S. Hill from Montowese to Sterling, C. W. Potter from Sterling to 
Rowayton, J. W. Richardson from Huntington Street in New London to 
Waterbury, A. A. Robinson to North Ashford, A. B. Telit from 2d 
Waterford to Spring Hill, A. J. Wilcox from Mystic to Noank, B. J. 
Savage from Tariffville to Tolland. 

There have been four ordinations — J. J. Cooper, Cromwell; E. S. 
Holloway, Greeneville; E. J. Bosworth, Montville; Wilson R. Terry at 
New Canaan. 

For a large portion of the year we have had three missionaries in the 
field — Rev. T. Clafford among the Swedes, laboring in New Britain, 
Waterbury, Hartford, Portland, Meriden, Bristol, New Haven, Bridge- 
port, Danbury, Georgetown, and Ansonia; and Rev. S. Kornmaier among 
the Germans in Waterbury, Seymour, and that vicinity. Bro. Clafford 
says in his report, in summing up the labors for the year: “My experi- 
ence as a missionary on this field has been very varying — bright, as in the 
autumn of last year and the winter of the present year, when it pleased 
the Lord to give power to His Word so that several souls were converted 
and added to our mission; gloomy, as in the summer, when people in gen- 
eral preferred outside amusement to listening to the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. Now again are we witnessing how the Holy Spirit is doing a good 
work among my people, and several have been converted, most of whom 
we also expect to baptize very soon.” He reports 225 sermons and 
addresses delivered, 65 prayer-meetings, 291 persons and families visited, 
624 pages tracts distributed, 10 added to the mission by baptism, besides 
a large number of meetings and much work which cannot be reported. 
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“ Two and a half years ago only three Swedish Baptists were to be found 
in the neighborhood of New Britain, and now they number nearly forty, 
sustaining two sewing circles whose object is to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel.” • 

In Bro. Kornmaier’s field there are about 2,000 Germans in Waterbury, 
and 100 families in Seymour. During the year he has baptized nine per- 
sons, preached 161 sermons, and made 462 visits. His work is highly 
endorsed by Dea. A. J. Shipley of the Board, and Henry F. Sanford, the 
clerk of the Waterbury .church. His congregations are fifty to sixty in 
Waterbury, and forty to fifty in Seymour. 

Bev. W. C. Walker remained at Rockville until May 1st, when he was 
relieved at his own request, his health having failed; since that time Bro. 
A. S. Brown, a lay preacher, has been stationed there, to the acceptance 
of the church and the executive officers. 

ITEMS. 

The interests of the Swedish church in Bridgeport are being looked after 
by the First and East Washington Avenue churches. 

The church at East Bridgeport has become self-sustaining, and no longer 
asks for our financial help, but assists in helping other churches. 

The church at South Norwalk have completed one of the handsomest 
and most convenient church edifices to be found in the State, but owing to 
the hard times caused by the hatter’s strike, asked to be excused from 
entertaining the Convention this year. 

New Hartford has continued to thrive, called Rev. F. F. Spencer to the 
pastorate, and, wdth the aid which the Convention can afford to give, and 
which it is willing to give, to those that make an effort to help themselves, 
hopes in the near future to become strong enough to go alone. The 
brethren there evidently believe that “nothing succeeds like success.” 
They are desirous of building a new parsonage immediately. 

The power of the Holy Spirit as manifested in the conversion of souls 
has been felt in several of our churches, among which may be mentioned 
Union of Mystic, 61 having been baptized, Waterbury 72, Bristol 29, Ger- 
man of New Britain 23, First of New Britain 13, South Colebrook 5, 
Memorial of Hartford 10, Grand Street of New Haven 14, First Water- 
ford 71, First East Lyme 51, Second East Lyme 17, Montville Union 68. 

Mention has been made of our missionary churches. We would call 
attention to a few that should be given special support because of their 
location and the work to be done. These are Rockville, Mt. Calvary of 
Norwich, Shelton, Rowayton, New Hartford, German of New Britain, 
Messiah of Bridgeport. 

Reports have been received from 13 of these churches showing a gain 
of 77; and from 9 showing a loss of 49; making a gain of 28 in 22 
churches. In some of these there is a constant falling off in membership 
each year. Can we afford to let these churches die ? Or, would it not be 
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a blessing to the poor pastors, who, because of the necessity placed upon 
them to preach the Gospel, feel it their duty to remain, if the church 
should cease to exist and they thereby be relieved from the struggle of 
endeavoring to keep their own bodies and soi#ls together as well as feeding 
their congregations with the Word of Life ? Some of these churches are 
thankful for the assistance given by the Convention, but in others the idea 
seems to be prevalent that the favors should come from the Convention, 
while nothing should be expected from them simply because they have 
always been helped. 

In the report of the Board for 1874, this language was used by the 
lamented Turnbull, then Secretary: “In carrying on our work certain 
things have occurred to us deserving serious consideration. It is found, 
for example, that a church here and there, fallen into the ruts of bad 
usage, counts so steadily upon the appropriations furnished by the Con- 
vention that its giving power, so far from increasing, is found to be dimin- 
ishing or utterly dying out; and the moment, therefore, this amount is 
withheld or diminished, so far from meeting the exigency by united effort 
and sacrifice, the pastor is liable to be dismissed; possibly the idea is 
indulged of ceasing to contribute to the funds of the Convention, shutting 
up the church, or doing some other foolish or desperate thing.” 

‘ ‘ There is not among us a church, however poor, which by imitating 
the primitive churches, would not at once double, aye, quadruple its con- 
tribution; for the Apostle testifies of those churches, influenced by the 
grace of God, which is ever a grace of giving, both on His part and on 
ours, that in a time of severe affliction, ‘the abundance of their joy and 
deep poverty abounded to the riches of their liberality, so that, to their 
power, yea and beyond their power’ they accomplished a miracle of 
giving, unprecedented in this history of the church. ” 

The 126 churches report additions by baptism, etc., 1,210, removals 1,029; 
making an increase in membership over last report of 181. 

In closing our report we would express devout thankfulness to Almighty 
God for His leading in all the past of our history, asking for His blessing 
upon our present deliberations, and guidance in the future. 

We would call especial attention to the address of the President. 

which was adopted and ordered printed in the Minutes. 

The Treasurer, Bro. Janies Lockwood, presented his report, of 
which an abstract was read, and the report ordered printed. (See 
p. 32.) 

After singing, “My faith looks up to Thee,” the President read, 
and commented upon, the following tabulated statement :

In his comments, the President said: 


WELCOME TO MINISTERS. 

I esteem it a great pleasure in being permitted to welcome as members 
of this Convention the pastors that have become residents in the State of 
Connecticut since the last annual meeting. I welcome you to all the joys 
and sorrows of our Domestic Mission work; and may your labors be 
abundant in season and out of season for the replenishing of the Lord’s 
treasury and the salvation of men. 

THE CHANGE IN THE DIRECTION OP MISSION WORK. 

One year ago the Board of the Convention declined to renew the office 
of Superintendent of Missions, and appointed the President and Secretary 
to the oversight of our whole mission work, including the raising of funds 
to carry on the work. The report of the Board and of the Treasurer will 
indicate how well this has been accomplished, but it will never give a sign 
of the labors necessary to its success, neither will it open to the mind of 
the denomination the anxieties that pressed upon those having this bur. 
den laid upon them; but, blessed be the Lord, He cares for His own work 
and gives it success. 

I should say just here that great credit is due those brethren in the vari- 
ous Associations that assisted us in our collections. 


RECEIPTS. 

Our entire receipts for the year have been $5,434.35 

Expenditures, 4,686.48 

Cash on hand, $747.77 

Cost of collections, including salary of Secretary, $225.00. Two things 
ought to be noticed in order to a complete understanding of the sources 
of income. The Convention usually receives from $500 to $800 income 
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each year from a farm it owns in Illinois, but owing to a change in the 
mode of working it we have received nothing the past year. To offset 
this we have received from the bequest of Edward Bolles $833.38. 

THE TREASURY. 

The treasury is very much embarrassed in the early part of the year 
from the fact that nearly all the giving churches send in their contribu- 
tions in the latter part of the year; and then the churches are not very 
methodical in this matter: for instance, we will say twenty churches gave 
in June of last year; we figure up the amount they gave and depend upon 
that amount this year for current expenses, but we find only ten churches 
gave this year in June, and so the treasury is unable to meet its indebted- 
ness. Some remedy should be provided. The best plan that suggests 
itself to me is for the churches to divide up into sections or months, com- 
mencing with November, and each section devote its contributions sacredly 
to Domestic Missions in the month designated for it. 

APPEAL TO PASTORS. 

During the past year I have of necessity made frequent and urgent 
appeals to pastors to forward their donations promptly to the Treasurer; 
yet although I have been, in my communications, treated with considera- 
tion, yet many of the churches have not sent to me a “kid with which to 
make merry with my friends,” as will be attested when I affirm that over 
forty of the one hundred and twenty-six churches in our State have given 
nothing the past year for Domestic Missions. All should do something 
for our State work. 

IN CONVENTION ASSEMBLED. 

Brethren, we are all in this Convention taking part in its deliberations, 
at which I rejoice; but ought not this to bind us so closely together in our 
church union and interests that we should bear each other’s burdens with 
joy, each church feeling an individual responsibility for the pecuniary sup- 
port necessary to our success as a denomination in the State. 

FAITHFUL MISSIONARIES. 

It is deserving of record that the Rev. W. C. Walker for many years 
has been a faithful laborer in Domestic Mission work, but is now laid 
aside by feeble health. May the Lord speedily restore him. 

THE SMALL CHURCHES. 

As the report of the Board shows you, the Convention has assisted 
twenty-two churches the past year, and we can report satisfactory results in 
nearly all of them, but we especially note the New Hartford church as 
making wonderful progress in view of the difficulties at has had to con- 
tend with. Rockville is also showing signs of making itself felt for good 
in our denomination at no distant day.

FRENCH MISSIONARY. 

I feel compelled to call the attention of the denomination again, as I did 
last year, to the imperative obligations resting upon us to provide the 
means of grace according to the direction of the Divine Word for the 
thousands of French people living in the eastern part of the State. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

In speaking of this branch of church work I could hardly, if I tried, 
overestimate its influence and importance, as it is composed of the youth 
and vigor of the churches. Show me a wideawake Bible school and I 
will show you a church with which it is connected continuously giving 
the hand of fellowship to precious redeemed ones. The church and the 
school ought to be one in all Christian labor and giving. Let us no longer 
feel that the church has an interest in one direction and the school in 
another, but let us realize that the school and the prayer-meeting are the 
potent arms of the church by which we as the people of God shall go 
forth conquering and to conquer. All of this to be an aid to the preaching 
of the glorious gospel from the pulpit. 

The way to accomplish great success in building up Sunday-schools and 
trebling their numbers and usefulness is to appoint a State Sunday-school 
worker who shall devote his entire time to strengthening and increasing 
the membership of the schools already established and the organizing of 
new schools at every available point. Let us only succeed in arousing the 
enthusiasm of the children and youth in the great work of taking Connec- 
ticut for Christ, and our success will be marvelous. This Sunday-school 
missionary scheme is not an untried plan. The Convention adopted it in 
1873 and continued it for six years, during which time our school member- 
ship increased from thirteen to twenty thousand. 

AID RECEIVED. 

In closing, I desire to acknowledge gratefully the donation the past year 
of $300 from the Ladies’ Home Mission Union of New Haven in support 
of our Swedish missionary. 

On motion of Rev. H. P. Smith, a committee of two from each 
association was appointed by the President to nominate officers of 
the Convention for 1885-6. The following were named: From 
New Haven Association, Rev. T. S. Samson, Rev. A. E. Reynolds; 
from Fairfield County Association, Rev. A. C. Hubbard, D.D., 
Rev. W. V. Garner, D.D.; from Hartford Association, J. L. Deni- 
son, Rev. D. Dewolf; from New London Association, Rev. P. A. 
Nordell, Rev. G. F. Genung; from Stonington Union Association, 
W. H. Potter, Rev. E. Dewhurst; from Ashford Association, Rev.

After singing, the session was closed with the benediction. 
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Tuesday Afternoon, Oct. 20 th. 

The Convention was called to order promptly at 2.30 o’clock by 
the President, and the hymn “Jesus shall reign where’er the sun ” 
was sung, with Rev. G. F. G-enung of New London, at the organ. 
Prayer by Rev. P. A. Nordell of New London. The committee 
appointed at the session in the forenoon to nominate officers for 
the ensuing year presented, through their chairman, the following 
names:

The election was ordered, and on motion the Secretary was 
authorized to cast the ballot of the Convention for W. S. Bronson 
for President. Rev. T. S. Samson was, on motion, authorized to 
deposit the ballot of the Convention for the other officers named, 
when the nominees were declared unanimously elected as the 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention for 1885-6. 

Sang the hymn, “ Now begin the heavenly theme.”

Rev. T. S. Samson of New Haven, read the report of the 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Society, and it was ordered printed, in 
the Minutes: 

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF CONNECTICUT. 

We read, “If the human, family are equally divided, male and female, 
there are five hundred millions of girls and women who have never had a 
chance to hear the name of Jesus. Imagine them in unbroken procession, 
one by one, passing your door for thirty successive years; two seconds you 
look into the face of each one, and yet the long file moves on. One steady 
tramp for thirty years of women to be saved or lost.” And as they move 
steadily on, can we not hear from many of their aching, burdened hearts, 
this piteous cry: 

“Our journey in life is a weary waste, 

Our death is a starless night, 

We are dying by millions, O sisters haste, 

To bring us that glorious light.” 

To-day closes another year in which we have been permitted by our dear 
Lord to share in labor for these perishing ones; and we have never been 
more deeply impressed than we are now, with the responsibility, magni- 
tude, importance, and privilege of this work. Its responsibility — the 
Saviour’s command to each one of us, “ Go teach all nations.” Its mag- 
nitude — millions of souls in need of pardon who have never heard of the 
Redeemer. Its importance — a message of eternal life to the dying ; news 
of salvation to the perishing. Its privilege — the approval of the Master; 
the joy of the redeemed, and blessings untold to our own souls. 

The record of the past year is now closed, and forever. What have we 
wrought for the Master, and the weary, waiting souls pleading for light? 
So far as reported, our contributions for Connecticut during the conven- 
tional year is $4,143.35. This includes $877.16 from the Mission Bands, 
and a special thank-offering from the New Haven Conference. There are 
some tokens of advance that have greatly cheered our hearts. For a long 
time we have prayed that the Master would qualify and call some of the 
young women from our own State to labor personally on the foreign field. 
Our petition has now been answered, and two dear sisters, present with us 
to-day, have heard the Master’s call, and said, “Here am I; send me.” 
Miss Bond, the faithful Secretary of the Hartford Association, will, in a 
few weeks, go to labor among the wild Garos of Assam. Miss Kolman of 
.Middletown, who has for years been striving to prepare for this work, 
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■will leave early next month for Japan. With the song of praise and 
thanksgiving we offer for the answer thus given to our petition, there is 
mingled a note of tenderness and love, as we bid adieu to these dear sisters, 
who go forth in our stead, to tell the heathen of a Saviour’s love, and to 
endure the separation from home and country, with the trials that must 
he theirs in those darkened lands. Let us never forget that they go in our 
place, and that it is our duty and privilege to aid them by our prayers and 
offerings, and comfort them with our sympathy and love. Is it too much 
to ask, dear sisters of Connecticut, that we assume, in addition to the 
pledges we have already made to others, the support of these missionaries 
whom the Lord has called from our own State, to this great work? Can 
we not the coming year enlist the women in our churches, who have not 
as yet had any share in our work, to now have a part with us, and thus 
increase our contributions so that the needed amount will be fully given? 

Fifteen public meetings connected with our work in this State have 
been held the past year. The annual meetings of the Hartford, New 
Haven, and Southeastern Conferences were seasons of great interest and 
spiritual influence. 

ASSOCIATIONAL SECRETARIES. 

Miss Bessie Hancox of the Stonington Union Association, is earnestly 
striving to increase the interest in her field. 

Mrs. J. R. Stubbert, Secretary of the Ashford Association, gratefully 
reports the largest contribution that Association has ever given to our 
society. 

Mrs. J. B. Hoyt, who has so faithfully served the Fairfield Association 
as their secretary, has been greatly cheered in her prayerful efforts, by 
sure tokens of advance. She writes: “We are thankful and happy to 
tell you that the amount received in the Fairfield Association by the 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Society, is the largest since 1S80, amounting to 
$739.37.” It is encouraging to see in these two associations, made up so 
largely of the smaller churches, this increase of offerings and interest. 

Mrs. Dent of the New London Association writes, that their chief 
encouragement is in the Mission Bands. The Hartford Association offer 
this year a precious gift to the cause of missions, as they send their loved 
Secretary, Miss Bond, to Assam. In addition to their support of Miss 
Watson of Bassein, they have made a gift of medical books to Miss Payne 
of Burma. The New Haven Association are grateful for the continued 
untiring services of their secretary, Miss Twiss. Miss Kolman goes from 
this association to Japan. Miss Gage and Mrs. Douglass are supported 
by the New Haven Conference. Miss Sheldon of Burma, by the Mission 
Bands of our State. Fifty Mission Bands have been reported this year. 
The Mission Band of Stamford, is under the wise leadership of Mrs. J. B. 
Hoyt, who has spared no pains to teach them their duty to Christ and the 
heathen, and to acquaint them with various missions and missionaries. 
During the past summer this band has sent weekly to the Flower Mission 
for the sick poor in New York, baskets of bouquets of fresh flowers, thus 
cheering the needy at home, while also sending blessings abroad. 
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Miss Gage, who returned last year from Burma on account of severe ill- 
ness, is now, after many months of great suffering, slowly but steadily 
recovering. 

Mrs. Douglass of Rangoon, is engaged both in medical work and in labor 
for the Kemendine Girl’s School. She writes: “Some are waiting for 
baptism. Sixty members of the school are members of the Church and 
partake of the communion.” Sixty converted heathen girls at the table 
of our Lord ! Miss Gage, now in this country, says of this same school : 
“ The day is not only begun and ended with religious instruction and 
prayer, hut there is a Bible class every hour the school is in session, 
besides one evening in the week given wholly to Bible study, there are the 
weekly prayer-meetings and the Sabbath full of precious teachings. We 
have a most excellent band of, assistant teachers, all girls that were pupils 
in the school, earnest, faithful Christians every one. ” 

Miss Watson is still faithful at her post in Bassein, and is much 
encouraged in her labors. 

Miss Sheldon of Maulmain, endures the heavy burdens of the Morton 
Girl’s School, and rejoices in the conversion and baptism of a number of 
the pupils. And as our dear young friends from whom we part to-day, 
enter their distant fields of labor, let us be grateful, that in Burma, Assam, 
and Japan, we have those who are in some respects our representatives, 
but while we take these dear missionaries into our hearts and prayers, w r e 
must not forget that all, the missionaries and the heathen in every land, 
have a claim on us for our prayers and help. 

I cannot close this report without tenderly alluding to the loss we have 
sustained in the death of our beloved co-worker, Mrs. J. S. Eaton of Hart- 
ford. For many years she has been united with us in prayer and labor. 
She was a wise counselor, greatly honored and beloved by all who knew 
her. Her strong Christian faith and devoted consecration to her Saviour, 
with her ardent love for the cause of missions, and her earnest prayers 
have left an influence that cannot die. Very precious is the memory of 
her beautiful life, and we rejoice to-day in her joy as she meets in that 
glorious home above many of those converted heathen for whom she 
prayed. We all hope to have part in the song of redeeming love. Will 
any from heathen lands join in that song with us, for whom we have 
labored and prayed ? 

“Jesus, Redeemer, we come to Thee ! 

Our hands and our voices we bring ! 

To tell of Thy love, till a ransomed world 
Shall crown Tnee her Saviour and King."’

After singing another hymn, “Hail to the Lord’s anointed,” 
Rev. J. R. Stubbert of Putnam, offered the following: 

Resolved 1. That the requirements of the Divine law put all Christians, 
of every name, under lasting obligation sacredly to observe the holy Sab- 
bath, as well as to regard the needs of their fellow men; and that the 
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Divine law demands of all railroad corporations in this country the cur- 
tailment of all freight and passenger traffic on the Lord’s day, save that 
which is unquestionably necessary. 

j Resolved 2. That this Convention, representing one hundred and twenty- 
six Baptist churches, embracing over twenty thousand members, respect- 
fully petition the Railroad Commissioners of Connecticut to give this 
matter their serious consideration, and as far as possible to devise measures 
that shall secure the better observance of this Divine law. 

Resolved 3. That we appoint a committee of three, authorized to act in 
connection with committees of other Christian bodies in behalf of this 
object. 

The resolutions were ordered to lie upon the table until the 
reports of the women’s societies should be read. 

The report of the Woman’s Home Mission Society was read by 
Rev. Lester L. Potter of Hartford, accepted, and ordered printed 
in the Minutes. 

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME 

MISSION SOCIETY. 

The first thought, in beginning to write this report, is one of sincere 
gratitude to God for His unspeakable blessings upon the work of this 
Society throughout all its lines of activity. 

The schools under its patronage steadily increase in number and influ- 
ence. They are also characterized by a deep spirituality. Conversions 
are numerous. Of the two hundred boarding pupils at Spelman last year, 
but one left the school unconverted. The missionary spirit among the 
pupils is another marked feature. This has prompted some heroic work 
during the last vacation. 

Our new schools are not less encouraging; and still others will be opened 
as the Board shall receive the money sufficient to grant these requests. 
At present the Board cannot respond. We, members of the churches, 
must bear the responsibility of their refusal. And yet many a Christian 
woman is wearing jewels in her ears sufficiently valuable to support a 
teacher, or to build a scho'ol-house in districts where immortal jewels, that 
could glitter in a crown by-and-by, are waiting to be gathered and pol- 
ished through these very agencies for which the Board is pleading for 
money to establish. 

I am happy to record a growing interest in this work throughout our 
own State. 

There have been changes among our officers, but the work goes on. 
Mrs. Meech, who was director of the New London Association, resigned 
on account of ill-health, and was succeeded by Mrs. A. T. Otis of Norwich. 
Mrs. Washington’s resignation as director of the New Haven Association 
followed her husband’s resignation as pastor of the Essex church. Mrs. 
Mary Reynolds of Wallingford was appointed in her place. Mrs. Temple, 
owing to her removal to Rainbow, also resigns her work among the Ston- 
ington churches. Too much cannot be said of the fidelity and consecra- 
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tion of these devoted workers, old and new, to whom the Society is largely 
indebted for the success it receives. 

Mrs. Dewolf writes: “Last year, of the 23 churches in the Hartford 
Association, 8 contributed to our W. A. B. H. M. Society. This year 17 
have come into the ranks, bringing $496.66. Seven Mission Bands have 
reported, and 17 barrels sent to missionaries. One very pleasing fact is 
that while this Society has advanced, the Woman’s Foreign Society has 
not suffered, but has also increased its receipts.” 

Mrs. Otis writes: “I hope soon to become better acquainted with the 
ladies in the New London Association, and with the work. As to our 
gifts, I find the sum of $337.13. But I have heard of several sums col- 
lected that have not yet been reported through the Treasurer’s column.” 
She recommends the holding of basket meetings in all our associations. 
Mrs. Temple, in resigning her place as director, assures us of her contin- 
ued interest in the Society, and, after expressing tenderest words of appre- 
ciation for the help and kindness received from her co-workers, she says: 
“ The sum contributed during the year by 11 churches is $212.84. I have 
faith to believe that in the near future every church in the old Stonington 
Association will send yearly contributions to our W. A. B. H. M. Society.” 

Mrs. Reynolds has been doing much acceptable work in neighboring 
States. Owing to her recent absence in Maine, no late report has been 
received. The Treasurer acknowledges the sum of $416.22 from the New 
Haven Association. 

Mrs. Preston writes: “If as much progress has not been made as we 
hoped to chronicle, still there is nothing discouraging to report. We 
recognize this Home Mission interest as the Lord’s work, and are assured 
that he will ask nothing impossible of us. Oh, if we had but the best work 
of every Christian in Connecticut, what ought we not to accomplish ! I 
find the sum of $242. 78 given by our Association. I think more was con- 
tributed, but can find no record of it.” 

Our quarterly meetings have been held regularly. At the second meet- 
ing held in Putnam, our State as a branch of the General Society was 
more thoroughly organized. Mrs. Clara Glazier was elected Secretary, 
and has rendered valuable assistance in that capacity. 

There is much more of interest that I should like to include in this 
report, but time and space forbid. 

Let us encourage each other to greater faithfulness in this and kindred 
service. The words of our Lord should be our inspiration: “ Have your 
loins girded and lamps burning, and ye yourselves like unto men awaiting 
the return of their own Lord.” Can we have a sharper incentive to con- 
stant and loyal devotion? Then let us 

“ Work, looking onward, upward ; 

When our coming Lord appears, 

We will reap, in joy, the harvest 
We may have sown in tears.”

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The third annual report of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission 
Union of Connecticut was read by Rev. W. H. Butrick of New 
Haven, as follows: 

REPORT. 

The Third Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission 
Union of Connecticut, was held early in October, owing to a change in 
the Constitution, thus making the past year some six weeks less than 
twelve months. Considering this fact we look hack upon our work with 
special pride and gratitude. Our obligations were larger than in either of 
the previous years, and though faith almost failed at times, we have had 
brought home to us as a truth, that faith with works is alive. 

We began the year with $125 in the treasury, and we thankfully 
acknowledge over $800 in cash which has come to our hands since. In 
addition to this, $58 have been contributed by the circles for special pur- 
poses, and they have sent boxes and barrels amounting in value to $849. 
This makes a total of over $1,700, as the cash value of the work done by 
the Union for the year, against $1,287 for last year’s work. 

Seven ladies have become Life Members during the year by the payment 
of $25 each. 

Our special work the past year has been the entire support of Mrs. C. E. 
Becker, Benedict Institute, Columbia, S. C., through the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society, and the continuance of our partial support of 
Missionary Clafford, who labors among the Swedes, under the auspices of 
the State Convention. We have also sent $60 to Colby Hall, and $100 for 
the help of a Collegiate Institute at Sioux Falls, Dakota. 

Our meetings the past year have been interesting and we trust profitable. 
The different circles have reported progress — some more, some less. 
Several papers have been prepared by members and read, tending to 
awaken practical interest in their subjects. One begins to realize how far 
the work of Home Missions extends when these papers tell us of Mormons, 
Mexicans, Indians, and Negroes, all needing help from us! 

Mrs. Becker, of whose labors among the colored people we are always 
glad to hear, was with us at one regular meeting. She spoke to us of the 
young women under her charge ; of how quickly they yield to the Chris- 
tian influence brought to bear on them, how anxious they are to work, 
even to the exclusion of necessary hours of recreation, and of how much 
practical value the sewing department — named after the Connecticut Mis- 
sionary Union, because of assistance rendered — is to them, they having 
used 1,551 yards of cloth during the previous eight months. She enters 
upon her work this year with an anxious heart. We quote from one of 
her letters: “Owing to the condition of the treasury of the Home Mission 
Society we go back with a short corps of teachers, and from the reports of 
S. C. we are to have a larger number of students than ever before; so you 
see we are to work harder than ever before, and as we worked all the time 
last year, I don’t see just how it is to be done. But I am sure that the 
dear Lord is over all and will give strength and help in the hour of need. 
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It is a great disappointment to us now, just as we have got our buildings 
and our school where we have labored years to get them to have to 
‘ retrench ’ and take up the work with not workers enough to satisfy the 
demand. How I do wish the good Christians of our Churches could see 
the situation as it is! I am sure that if the work of the Home Mission 
Society, which is bearing such terrible burdens, and which the churches 
call ‘ their society,'’ were better known, it would get help at once.” 

We feel sure that Mr. Clafford’s work among his own nationality is 
earnest and efficient. From the number of visits made and sermons 
preached, and the ready help extended in time of trouble, we feel that 
good must result even though the number gathered in may be small. 

We have unanimously voted to continue our present obligations for 
another year; these are the support of Mrs. Becker, and the same assist- 
ance to Mr. Clafford as hitherto. 

This we can do by united effort and a trust in the Heavenly Father who 
watches over the welfare of all His scattered children.

The work of the 
Society was highly endorsed by several speakers. 

Mrs. Knowlton, formerly a missionary in China, was invited to 
speak to the Convention, and accepted, saying in the course of her 
address: “When I think how my countrymen have treated the 
Chinese here, I am fearful that the time may come when in China 
they shall say to Americans, Co home ! ” 

The Committee on Next Anniversary reported through Rev. W. 
V. Garner of Bridgeport, he reading the letter of invitation from 
Waterbury church to meet with them in 1886, that the invitation 
be accepted; that Rev. D. Dewolf be the preacher of the annual 
sermon; Rev. Geo. W. Holman the alternate. 

Report adopted. 

Adjourned, after prayer, by Rev. S. D. Phelps, D.D. 


Tuesday Evening, Oct. 20, 1885. 
Convention called to order by the President, at 7.30 o’clock. 
After an anthem had been sung by the choir of the church, Rev. 
Geo. E. Nichols of Southington, read a portion of Scripture, being 
the fifty-fifth chapter of Isaiah. Response by the choir. Prayer 
by Rev. W. V. Garner of Bridgeport. The annual sermon was 
preached by Rev. J. V. Garton of Meriden, taking as his text, 
Matt. 6: 10, “Thy Kingdom come.”

J. G. Snelling of Stamford, for the Committee on Sunday- 
schools, reported as follows: 

The claims of Sunday-school work upon Connecticut Baptists are 
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certainly not less imperative to-day than in the past. While it is 
gratifying to report that the Sunday-school interest in the . State has 
made substantial progress during the past year, it is no less true that the 
number of neglected, untaught children who have been abandoned to 
Sabbath -breaking, profanity, and other vices, is not diminishing but 
increasing. 

In the judgment of your committee, the Convention should be repre- 
sented on its field by an efficient Sunday-school missionary, whose entire 
time and energy should be devoted to the work. To this end we cordi- 
ally commend the suggestion made by the President in his opening 
address, and would 

Recommend — That a Committee be appointed to secure the services of 
such a missionary who shall be subject to and under the direction of the 
Board of the State Convention. 

It is proper that we should make mention, 

1st. Of the meetings held at Crescent Beach Tabernacle, in the inter- 
ests of Sunday-schools, which are regarded as decidedly successful both 
in the number in attendance, and the interest manifested, and 

2d. Of the specially efficient work done in the New Haven Association 
by means of institutes and otherwise. May we not see all along the line, 
efforts of like success ?

Rev. G. H. Miner of Mystic River, reported the following for 
the Committee on Temperance: 

Resolved, That this Convention approve of all moral, religious, and legal 
measures which tend to the suppression of the liquor traffic, and of the 
use of intoxicants as a beverage. 

Which was unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on Obituaries reported through Rev. E. P. Bond 
of Wethersfield: 

The Committee on Obituaries find that death has removed an unusual 
number from the ranks of the church below during the past year. Several 
whose names have been well known in years past have been called to go 
over the river. Among them are Mrs. Harriet A. Eaton, widow of Rev. 
J. S. Eaton, who died in Hartford June 10, 1885, whose good works have 
enshrined her memory in the hearts of all who knew her; Mrs. Olive 
Paine, widow of Rev. John Paine, who shared with her husband in this 
State in the self-sacrificing toils of many years, and died in Newton High- 
lands, Mass., May 31, 1885; Rev. Frederick Ketchum, who died in Havana, 
111., Nov. 6, 1884, and who will be remembered as once pastor of the 
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church, in Winthrop, and subsequently of the Second church in New 
Haven; Rev. Orra Martin, who died at Gardner’s Prairie, Wisconsin, 
July 14, 1885, in the 95tli year of his age, began his ministry in this State, 
and was ordained in Bristol, June 12, 1817. He was an earnest, devoted 
laborer, whose maturer years were spent in the West. To these other 
worthy names could be added if our limits allowed. 

At our last annual gathering special prayer was offered for Rev. Jabez 
S. Swan, who was apparently near his end. A few weeks later, Nov. 19, 
1884, in the 85th year of his age, he passed away in peace. He was pre- 
eminently a soldier. At the age of 21 he enlisted in the King’s army. He 
was then living in North Lyme. The next year he was licensed to preach. 
After prosecuting his studies in the Institution at Hamilton, N. Y., for 
some years, he was ordained in Stonington Borough June 20, 1827. He 
was also pastor of Preston church, First New London, of Huntington 
street, and Waterford in this State, and of two or three churches in New 
York. He was for some years employed as a State Missionary by the 
Convention. He did much work as an evangelist, for which he was 
eminently qualified. He was a man of prayer, mighty in the Scriptures, 
fearless in his denunciation of sin, bold in his attacks upon error, and 
tireless in labor for the Master. He had a tender and sympathizing heart 
for the afflicted, was genial in his social intercourse, and beloved by all 
who knew him. 

Rev. Joseph Ballard, who died in Norwalk Nov. 13, 1884, was known 
in this State, not so much as a pastor among us as an agent for one of our 
benevolent societies and as connected with the religious press. He was an 
able preacher, sound in the faith, and in sympathy with every good work. 
Infirmities compelled him to retire from active labors some years since, 
and he passed away in a good old age. 

Rev. Charles Willet died in Suffield May 3, 1885, after a brief illness, at 
the age of 75 years and 6 months. For many years we have been accus- 
tomed to meet him in these gatherings, in which he took a deep interest. 
He was licensed by the South Baptist church in Hartford in June, 1838, 
and was ordained at Tariffville in the following November. He was sub- 
sequently pastor in South wick, Mass., at Central Thompson, at Putnam, 
twice, First New London, and First Suffield. He also had two pastorates 
in the West. His apprehension of Bible truth was strong, and his state- 
ment of Gospel doctrine was clear and forcible. He loved to converse 
with his brethren on spiritual themes. After he resigned his last pastorate 
he continued to supply churches till within a few weeks of his death. He 
baptized many converts, and was instrumental in strengthening the 
churches where he labored. 

Rev. Otis B. Rawson died at North Lyme, Aug. 24, 1885, at the age of 
49 years. He entered the ministry in 1870, being first settled in Bethel, 
Me. ; then he removed to Packerville in this State; then held another pas- 
torate in Maine, and in July, 1884, removed to North Lyme. He was a 
careful student of God’s Word, an instructive and earnest preacher. 
Modest and retiring in disposition, he was the more beloved the more fully 
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he was known. His . was a beautiful Christian life, and he was early- 
called to his reward. 

Thus the laborers are called in rapid succession to their rest. Men die; 
but the Church of God abides. Instead of the fathers are the children. 

Adopted. 

Rev. W. H. Butrick of New Haven, offered the following: 

Resolved, That the usual standing Committees of the Convention be 
appointed annually before the adjournment of the Convention. 

After discussion, the resolution was passed, and the President 
named as the Committees, those chosen to act at this Convention. 
(See p. 17.) 

Rev. A. E. Reynolds of Wallingford, spoke of the need of funds 
coming from the .churches at such time as they would he wanted 
through the year, and presented the following: 

Resolved, That we, the members of this Convention, will heartily coope- 
rate with its officers in such plans as they may devise for such adjustment 
of the benevolent contributions of our churches as shall tend to distribute 
our offerings to the work of the Convention the most equally possible 
throughout the entire year. 

After an explanation of the necessities of the Convention this 
resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Short addresses were made by Rev. A. K. Potter, D.D., of Bos- 
ton, representing the Executive Committee of the Missionary 
Union, Rev. 0. E. Pope, D.D., of Texas, representing the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Mission Society, and Rev. P. A. Nordellof New 
London, representing the Baptist Ministers’ Home of New York. 

The Committee on Resolutions recommended the passage of the 
following: 

Resolved, That a Committee on Devotional Exercises be appointed one 
year in advance to arrange the devotional meetings of this body. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee of this Convention be empow- 
ered, to fill any vacancy that may occur in any of the annual committees 
when any member of said committees may leave the State during the year. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention are due, and are hereby ten- 
dered, to the churches of this city, for the liberal hospitality with which 
this Convention has been entertained ; especially to the First Church for 
assuming in an emergency the responsibility of entertaining the Conven- 
tion ; to the railroads for favors received ; and to the press of the city for 
its full and satisfactory reports of the proceedings of this body. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 
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The Devotional Committee called for by the first of the above 
resolutions was made the same as the Committee of Arrangements. 

Rev. C. A. Piddock of Middletown, Rev. L. L. Potter of Hart- 
ford, and J. G. Snelling of Stamford, were appointed as the com- 
mittee called for in the Sunday-school report. 

The President thanked the delegates for their confidence and 
courtesy, and after singing the hymn “ A charge to keep I have,” 
and prayer by Rev. E. Lathrop, D.D., of Stamford, the Conven- 
tion adjourned to meet at Waterbury, October 19 and 20, 1886.

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BAPTIST SOCIAL UNION OF CONNECTICUT. 

The fifteenth annual meeting of the Social Union was held in the vestry 
of the First Baptist Church in Hartford, on Wednesday, October 2, 1885. 
President Wayland being absent, James L. Howard presided. There were 
eighteen members present. The minutes of the last meeting were read and 
approved. The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer were read show- 
ing: Receipts — cash on hand Oct. 20, 1884, $232.82; sale of tickets, $40.00; 
fees, dues, and gifts, $342.00 = 614.82. Expenses — Collation at Norwich, 
$325.00; rent, etc., of Breed Hall, $50.00; speakers, printing, postage, 
etc., $31.80 = 426.80; cash on hand, $188.02. Due from members and 
collectible, $117.00. Present number of members, 91. George Marvin of 
Norwalk, and Edward J. Ailing of New Haven, died during the year. 
The new members elected were : C. O. Spencer, George A. Fairfield, John 
Sloan of Hartford, D. H. Yeader of New Haven, and Leonard Smith of 
Clinton. 

President Wayland having declined further service, the following were 
nominated and elected: President, James B. Hoyt of Stamford; Vice- 
Presidents, F. S. Brown of Hartford, Ebenezer Morgan of Groton; Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, Frederick A. Betts of New Haven; Directors, James 
Lockwood, Hartford; Jabez Amsbury, Danbury; James L. Howard, Hart- 
ford; E. S. Wheeler, New Haven; James Spruce, Waterbury; E. Y. Pres- 
ton, Hartford; James Newcomb, New London; Marshall E. Morris, 
Bridgeport. The thanks of the Union wrnre voted to those members who 
made up the deficiency of last year. It was also voted to form an Execu- 
tive Committee to whom all matters relating to the welfare of the Union 
may be referred. 

An adjournment was had to Central Hall where about two hundred and 
fifty sat down to one of Habenstein’s royal spreads, satisfying all in every 
particular.

First Baptist Church, Hartford, Oct. 19, 1885. 

In the absence of the Rev. Dr. A. G. Palmer, Dr. G. M. Stone 
of Hartford called the meeting to order. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Bestor. • 

Dr. Stone read a portion of Scripture. 

Rev. G. H. Miner presented the request of Dr. Palmer, wishing 
to be relieved from the office of President, and nominated Dr. 
Stone, and he was unanimously elected President of the Conference. 

The Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. 0. C. Sargent, having 
removed from the State, Rev. G. H. Miner was chosen to fill the 
vacancy.

Rev. L. L. Potter then read a paper for discussion. — Subject: 
— “ The History of the Canon of Scripture," which was ably pre- 
sented and fully discussed by the brethren. 

The following were appointed to present a programme for the 
Conference next year:

Rev. W. H. Butrick. 

This committee to report at the evening session of the Confer- 
ence. 

The brethren then discussed the “Minister’s Home at West 
Farms,” N. Y., and after a free and full discussion the following 
resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That we hereby formally endorse the Baptist Ministers’ 
Home of West Farms, N. Y., and recommend that our churches 
contribute to its support.” 

Voted, To adjourn to 7.30 o’clock, to meet in the audience-room 
of the church to listen to a sermon by Rev. W. H. Butrick of 
New Haven. 


STATE CONTENTION. 
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The Conference met at 7.30 o’clock, and a good audience was 
present. After the opening exercises, conducted by the President 
and Rev. S. G. Hastings of Jewett City, the Committee on Pro- 
gramme for next meeting reported as follows : 

1. That we meet at 2 o’clock on the day preceding the meeting 
of the Convention. That a paper be presented “On Inspiration: 
Its nature and scope,’’ by Rev. I. F. Stidham of New Britain. 

2. A paper be presented on “Modern Theories of the Future 
Life,” by Rev. G. H. Miner of Miystic River. 

3. A sermon be preached in the evening by Rev. W. V. Gar- 
ner, D.D , of Bridgeport. 

The report was adopted. 

An excellent sermon was then preached by Brother Butrick. 
Text: John xvii, 3. — “This is eternal life to know thee the only 
true God.” 

Adjourned after prayer by Dr. Stone.

AN ABSTRACT OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. I. The name of this Society shall be “The Conference of 
Baptist Ministers in Connecticut.” 

Art. II. Every ordained Baptist minister, resident in Connec- 
ticut, and a member of a Baptist Church in Con- 
necticut, shall be a member of this Conference. 

Art. III. The objects of this Conference shall be the union 
and usefulness of its members, and the relief of 
indigent and disabled Baptist ministers and their 
families. 

Art. IV. The annual meeting of the Conference shall be held 
on the Monday preceding the State Convention, 
and at the same place. 

Art. V. The Conference shall elect annually, by ballot, unless 
otherwise ordered, a President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and one Director from each Association in 
the State. 

N. B. — The Constitution and By-Laws in full are printed in the 
Convention Minutes of 1882. 


CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society, 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of The Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society. * 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist indigent young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such men- 
tal discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom 
of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the treas- 
ury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches and 
auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the annual 
meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxiliary society contributing 
to the funds of the society five dollars annually shall be entitled to one 
delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two delegates; the 
payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a,nd five Trustees, to be chosen 
in any manner the Society may determine, annually. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to control 
its funds; to examine and admit candidates for the benefit of the Society; 
and at every annual meeting of the Society they shall make a faithful 
report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee. The 
Treasurer shall take charge of the funds of the Society, giving ample secu- 
rity for the same, and pay them out only to the order of the Secretary. 
His account shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive 
Committee. 

Art. 7. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of officers 
and transaction of other necessary business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request of 
five members of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society 
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may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members 
present. 

Art. 8. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must be 
a member of some regular Baptist Church. He must produce a letter 
from said church, certifying his good standing, and their commendation 
of him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Execu- 
tive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work; 
and he shall furthermore be recommended to the patronage of the Society 
by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 9. The personal services of those who are appointed to manage 
the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 10. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution at 
any time, except at an annual meeting of the Society, or at a special meet- 
ing duly warned for that purpose.

The Society was called to order at 10 a.m., by Vice-President 
J. L. Denison of Hartford. Prayer by Kev. 0. T. Walker. 

Rev. J. G. Ward of West Suffield, was appointed Recording 
Clerk. 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the executive committee, read by the secretary, the Rev. 
C. A. Piddock, is as follows: 

During the year the society has assisted more young men in their pre- 
paration for the ministry than perhaps in any other year of the society’s 
history. Eighteen students, four of them of foreign birth, have been 
under our care. The committee would advise the churches against the 
pernicious practice of inducing young men to' leave their course of study 
incomplete and become ordained to the ministry. We need in this age, 
as never before, thoroughly educated ministers of the gospel. The great 
danger is that young men who have a fair command of language and are 
filled with zeal will rush thoughtlessly into the ministry with little or no 
intellectual preparation. The remedy for this evil lies largely with the 
churches and with ordaining councils. The great work of winning souls 
to Christ and training believers in the way of Christ calls for the very 
best qualities of mind and heart. In this active age, young men are apt 
to be impatient at the contemplation of a long course of classical and 
theological training and take a short cut, commonly called a partial course 
of study. The result in most of such cases cannot fail to he a source of 
harm to the young men themselves as well as to the churches they serve. 
Your committee therefore desire that young men shall, unless there be 
exceptional cases — take the full course of study. We believe that young 
men in entering upon the ministry should have a thorough knowledge of

the scriptures, a deep acquaintance with the whole system of revealed 
truth. They are “set for the defense of the gospel,” and need all the aid 
that knowledge can give them in sustaining its divine claims and in illus- 
trating its sacred truths. In this age none doubt the importance of a 
learned ministry but they who are themselves unlearned. Ignorant min- 
isters will carry our churches into fatal error and prove a curse to multi- 
tudes rather than a blessing. In order that we may carry on our work for 
the coming year it will be necessary for the churches to increase their 
contributions. The committee refer to the highly prosperous condition 
of the Baptist institution at Suffield, and recommend it to all parents for 
their children. Although the society has had an existence for sixty-six 
years, its first beneficiary has but just died — Elder Jabez S. Swan.

SIXTIETH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NEW HAVEN BAPTIST 

ASSOCIATION. 

Essex, Oct. 7, 1885. 

The Sixtieth Anniversary was held with the Baptist Church in Essex on 
Wednesday and Thursday, Oct. 7th and 8th. At 10.25 a.m. the delegates 
were called to order by Rev. A. E. Reynolds as Moderator. The Commit- 
tee of Arrangements reported. A committee on Nomination of Officers 
was appointed. The Treasurer’s report was read, showing a balance on 
hand of $9.33, and also of the Widow’s Fund with a balance of $1,291.81. 
Officers elected as follows: Moderator, Rev. W. H. Butrick; Clerk, Charles 
P. Ives; Assistant Clerk, Geo. E. Robertson; Treasurer, S. H. Jennings. 
Visiting brethren invited to participate. Letters from the churches read. 
The Moderator appointed Rev. E. S. Gardiner, Rev. A. J. Hughes, and 
G. I. Mix as Committee on Credentials. Rev. A. E. Reynolds preached 
the Annual Sermon from II Tim. iii, 16, 17. Adjourned. 

Wednesday Afternoon. Reading of the letters continued. The 
Committee on State of Religion report returns from eighteen churches, 
one hundred and fifty-two baptisms, with most of the churches in a good 
condition, W aterbury church reporting seventy-two baptisms. The report 
was printed in full. The Committee on the Widows’ Fund reported that 
no change be made in the disposition of that fund. Rev. Dr. N. W. Miner 
presented the Baptist Ministers’ Home. Rev. Dr. Phelps spoke for the 
Christian Secretary. Rev. I. R. Wheelock preached from Rom. viii, 21. 
Adjourned. 

Wednesday Evening. At 7 o’clock a prayer and praise-meeting, led 
by Rev. W. D. McKinney. The annual missionary sermon was preached 
by Rev. J. H. Moehlmann from Matt, xxxi, 28. Collection for Domestic 
Missions, $7.89. Adjourned. 

Thursday Forenoon. Report of Committee on Credentials, showing 
sixty-eight delegates from twenty churches. The Committee on Place 
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and Preacher recommended for next year Main Street church, Meriden, as 
the place, Rev. A. P. Perry, Preacher, Rev. W. H. Butrick, Alternate; 
missionary sermon, Rev. Geo. E. Nichols Preacher, Rev. T. S. Samson 
Alternate. The report of the Committee on Obituaries mentioned sixty- 
five deaths. The Committee on Benevolent Contributions report $9,482.91 
as contributed from the twenty-three churches. [A similar report ought 
to be made in all the Associations. — Sec.] The Trustees of the Widows’ 
Fund were reelected. Standing Committee for next year are as follows : 
State of Religion in the Churches, Rev. W. D. McKinney, Rev. E. S. 
Gardiner, Dea. McWhinney; Benevolent Contributions, Rev. I. R. Whee- 
lock, Rev. A. F. Perry, Benj. Gladwin; Obituaries, Rev. J. W. Richard- 
son, Rev. G. H Lester, C. Spencer; Executive Committee and Committee 
of Arrangements, the officers of the Association, and Rev. I. R. Wheelock, 
Rev. J. V. Garton, Rev. W. B. Yassar. Rev. C. A. Piddock spoke of the 
needs of the Education Society and of the work of the State Convention. 
Rev. A. F. Perry followed in behalf of the Am. Baptist Home Missionary 
Society. A resolution of thauks to the Essex church was passed. Rev. S. 
D. Phelps, D.D., preached a sermon from Matt, xiii, 31, 32. After remarks 
by the Moderator the Association adjourned to meet with the Main Street 
Church in Meriden on the first Wednesday in October, 1886.
